Applicant has changed the scope of clainn 1 by claiming that the current iteration count now represents a current number of executed 
iterations of the routine. That is, before the amendment, applicant merely claimed a counter with no specifics as to what the counter did, 
and now, the after final amendment changes the counter to a counter which represents specifically what is counted. Consequently, 
applicant's after-final amendment is denied entry because further consideration is required. 
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
